The killing of John W. Robison, 
53, of 832 Kirkwood avenue, in 
the back yard of his home late Satur- 
day night was murder impelled by a | 
motive of revenge and not a robbery 
slaying. This is the latest police. 
theory, it was indicated Sunday night | 
by Chief of Detectives A. | 
Poole. 

Sensational information will be., 
placed in the hands of the coroners | 
jury when it convenes at Poole’s | 
chapel at 9:30 o'clock this morning | 
to investigate the case, authorities in- 
timated after many hours’ study of | 
the facts of the shooting of the well- | 
known grocer, ea 

Chief Poole came to the definite 
conclusion Sunday, he said, that Robi- | 
won was not killed as the result of an | 
attempted holdup. The detective head, | 
while declining to make known bis | 
opinion based on information believed | 
to have been obtained by plainclothes | 
officers, indicated that investigators | 
were convinced that Robison’s death | 
had been premeditated and that the 
lone bullet which struck him in the 
heart was fired by a person motivated | 
by an impulse for revenge. — 

Robison was shot down, it Was 
pointed out, after he had parked his | 
automobile in the garage in the rear 
ef the house. He apparently had 
started for the back porch steps, his 
arms filled with groceries, including | 
two fowls which he still clutched in | 
one of his hands when call officers | 
arrived upon the scene. A considerable | 
sum of money was in his pockets, | 
policemen said, indicating that rob- | 
hery was not the cause of the 

Ooting. 
rhe killing oceurred shortly before 
midnight. Mrs. Robison had accom- 
panied her husband heme from his 
store, a short distance away, and had 
alighted from the machine in front of 
their home, following which her hus- 
hand had driven the car around the 
house to park it. A few minutes after 
leaving the car, Mr. Robison told call | 
officers, she and ber son-in-law, How- 
ard Smith, heard one shot in the rear 
of the residence. When they ran to 
the yard they found Robison lying on 
the ground. He apparently had been 
facing the house when the assailant 
fired, and one bullet, striking him in 
the chest, penetrated his heart. The | 
son-in-law told policemen that Robi-- 
son had gasped out, “Well, they got 
me—" and had died. Sehde 

According to police investigations 
Robison was a respected member of 
his community and was not known to 
have had enemies, members of his 
family stated. The son-in-law told 
policemen that he had frequently 
heard his father-in-law remark, when 
reference Was made to bandits, that 
he would never permit himself to be 
held up. , 

The bullet that caused the grocers 
death had not been removed from the 
hody Sunday night, it was learned. 
This matter is regarded as rather im- 
portant by detectives, it was indi- 
cated, in the light of subsequent in- 
quiry which had caused them to 
ehange their theory from a robbery 
motive to one of hatred or vengeance. 

Pending the coroner’s inquiry, fu- 
neral arrangements were announced 
for the slain grocer. They will be 
held at 2:30 o'clock Tuesday after- 
noon from the Poplar Springs Bap- 
tist church, near Bowden, with inter 
ment in the churchyard. The Rev

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—())— 
Optimism over the future of business, 
both nationally and internationally. 
was expressed today by the national 
business survey conference in a sum- 
mary of economic conditions for the 
first nine months of 1930. 

The organization, set up a year ago 
by business and financial leaders in 
co-operation with President Hoover, 


has conducted a _gontinuous study of i 


business conditions.

mary factors were apparent,” the re- 
port, signed by Julius H. Barnes, 
chairman, said. “Among these were 
the large amount of new capital pro- 
vided for productive purposes and 
evidences of stabilization or advancing 
tendencies in prices of raw materials. 
Ali such factors each businessman 
will wish to weigh for himself.” 

Supporting this conclusion, it was 
pointed out that lending operations 
of banks had markedly increased ; that 
capital issues for September were 80 
per cent greater than those of August 
and that “a decreasing number of fore- 
closures and delinquencies reflected 
continued improvement in the field of 
first lien banking.” No uniform trend, 
either up or down, was visible as to 
savings deposits.

FINDS OIL FRAUD 


Department of Justice 
Announces Kelley Claims 
‘Not Substantiated By 
Facts. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—(/)— 
Charges by Ralph S. Kelley that the 
interior department had permitted oil 
companies to get wrongful possession 
6f valuable oil shale lands in Colo- 
rado were said today by the depart- 
ment of justice to have been unsub- 
stantiated by a study of government 
files and testimony of persons named 
in the accusations. 

Meanwhile, Xelley issued a state- 
ment characterizing the department of 
justice report as “a ridiculous white- 
wash,” and asserting that it “reeks 
with misstatements and misrepresen- 
tations.” 

Kelley, for six years in charge of 
the Denver field division of the in- 
terior department, charged Secretary 
Wilbur and former officials with per- 
mitting oil shaledands fo be illegally 
jt under wet grant. 

a rs ob: ‘September 29, 
he said, in protest against the ad- 
ministration of the oil lands. Secre- 
tary Wilbur,refused to accept the 
resignation and suspended’ Kelley 
pending an investigation which the 
cabinet members requested the justice 
department to make. 

The investigation of Kelley’s 
charges was made by Seth W. Rich- 
ardson, an assistant attorney general. 
His report was transmitted to Wilbur 
today by Attorney-General Mitchell. 

In an accompanying note to Wilbur 
the attorney general upheld the in- 
terior department’s administration of 
the oil shale lands. 

“In looking through this report and 
the attached documents,” he wrote, 
“I should say that there is more evi- 
dence to support the conclusion that 
you and your department have been 
exceedingly strict and exacting in re- 
sisting claims for patents than that 
‘you have been too liberal.” 
| Detailed Review. 

Richardson reviewed in detail each 
charge made by the former field agent 
(and said records showed that only 
about 3 per cent of the oil shale lands

| patented and that~oil shale had no 


commercial value and would not have | 


‘until the supply of petroleum in this 
country was exhausted. What its 
ultimate value would be, he said, was 
problematical. 

“The investigation, therefore, which

tiate in any material particular the

Kelley,” Richardson reported. “As 
he states, the records and files should

Made U. S. Supreme in 
Polo Passes at Age of 
58 Years. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—(4)— 
Harry Payne Whitney, sportsman and 
capitalist, died tonight at his Fifth 
avenue home after an illness of several 
weeks. , He was 58 years old, 

Before Mr. Whitney died, his wife, 
the former Gertrude Vanderbilt, nd 
their three children reached his bed- 
side, 

In spite of his illness, his death 
was unexpected and its announcement 
brought widespread expressions of 
surprise and grief. 

Horse racing, breeding and polo ac- 
tivities made Harry Payne Whitney 
known as a premier sportsman of 
America. Much of the wealth he in- 
herited and produced in mining and 
real estate interests was devoted to 
development of turf sports. 

In the polo field Mr. Whitney was 
one of about a dozen men in the 
game’s history to hold the maximum 
-handicap of 10 goals. He became 
interested in the sport after leaving 
college, was said to have sensed the 
possibilities of the new kind of polo 
and to have organized the activities 
which led to the defeat of English 
teams in international matches. 

He was a member of the famous 
“Big Four” of 1909 which established 
the reputation of American polo. 

mc Gd Payne Whitney was born in 
New) York .April 29,. 1872. . He was 
the son of William C. Whitney, sec- 

retary of the navy during the first 
Cleveland administration and a 
wealthy mining and real estate »p- 
erator who was determined that his 
son should succeed to his administra- 
tive affairs. 

After the younger Whitney's grad- 
uation from Yale in 1894 he regis- 
tered at Columbia University law 
school and entered the office of Elihu 
Root. He abandoned law the follow- 
ing year, however, and, after a big 
game hunting trip to India, became 
identified with his father’s interests 
in the Guggenheim Exploration Com- 
pany and the American Smelting and 
| Refining Company. He also served 
later as president of the New York 
Transportation Company. 

Mr. Whitney’s marriage to Ger- 
trude Vanderbilt took place at New-

There is strong reason to believe 
that diplomatic exchanges recently 
between Washington, London and 
Tokyo have sought unanimous expres- 
sion of the hopes of the United States, 
Great Britain and Japan, that France 
and Italy should soon be able to com- 
pose their naval differences, 

Tomorrow's addresses to a world- 
wide radio audience would thus be 
in the nature of an effort to hasten 
application of the London naval treaty 
to all five major naval powers, — 
expressed, and how emphatically 
Prime Minister MacDonald and Pre- 
mier Hamaguchi will support Presi- 
dent Hoover's initiative could not be 
ascertained here.

Georgia's ratio of automobile deaths 
per 100,000 population in 1929 was 
19.6. 

Figures for continental United 
States: death registration area, cover- 
ing 46 states and the District of Co- 
lumbia, give auto deaths for the year 
at 29.531, with a rate of 25.4 per 


100,000 population.

If the world price level continues 
to drop the economic demand may 
become insistent enough to force a 
world debt revision. 

In talking with Sir Josiah Stamp 
during his recent visit to the United 
States, I. asked him frankly what ef- 
fect ajcontinued sinking of the price 
level would have upon Great Britain’s 
ability to pay her debts to the United 
States. His reply was: 

“Great Britain would be forced to 
ask for a debt revision if the price 
level continued to drop in the next 
five years in the same degree as it has 
during the last five years. Not be- 
cause we would desire to get out of 
paying, but because the iron law_of 
economics would force it upon us. We 
would have no alternative.” ‘ 

That’s the answer! The Germans 
hint they will ask for a, moratorium 
on reparations. It may be political 
or it may be economic. If it is po- 
litical, ,it will be ignored. If it is 
economic, it must be seriously con- 
sidered. 

But people on the outside, unfa- 
miliar with the inside bookkegping of 
the German nation, can hardly hope 
to understand the situatiqn clearly. 

It’s a question for the government s 
leaders to consider. To the people ‘as 
a whole, it’s merely just one more 
piece of news.

rected specific attention present, in- 
the files and records of these cases, 
no evidence of improprieties or ir- 
regularities, and certainly no basis 
for a charge of either wrongful or 
corrupt administration. 

“The condition, therefore, presented 
by such files and records is entirely 
harmonious to the physical computa- 
tions which have been presented in 
the figures with respect to oil shale 
acreage. The government oil shale 
lands have not been lost or dissipated. 
Approximately 97 per cent of them 
still belong to the government. In 
the Colorado fields 87 per cent of the 
oil shales are still owned by the 
United States and the overwhelming 
majority of the acreage already grant- 
ed has been granted on the recom- 
mendation and with the approval of 
the applicable field division” (Kelley's 
office). 

The department said the investiga- 
ffon showed that after being sum- 
moned to Washington last July Kelley 
contracted with the New York World: 
to furnish it with a “story contain~ 
ing charges against the department 
of interior and _ vyarious officials 
thereof.”

DEATH TOLL IN MINE ~~ 


BLAST PUT OVER 0 


‘Heat Forces Abandonment 
of Rescue Efforts at 
Saarbruck. 


-_- 


SAARBRUCKEN, Germany, Oct. 
26.—(#)—The coal mine disaster at 
Maybach colliery yesterday appeared 
tonight to have taken at least 100 
lives. 

Ninety bodies lay in mortuaries, 
while all hope was given up for 11 
men known to be still under ground. 

Coming before Germany's flags weré 
hauled up from halfmast mourning for 
the 262 victims of the recent Alsdorf 
mine explosion, the Maybach disaster 
fell upon the nation as a stunning 
blow. The Saarbrucken disaster was 
not only the second major calamity 
to hit the German coal fields within 
a week; it was also the third within 
four months. 

The July disaster at Newrode, last 
Tuesday's at Alsdorf, and yesterday's 
at Maybach have between them snuff- 
ed out the lives of well over 500 
miners. 


The cause of yesterday's explosion 
undetermined tonight. It 
was at first thought that a _ benzol 


engine on the fourth level had ‘x- 


ploded, igniting gases from the coal 
seams, but it later developed that only 
compressed air engines were used. 
Now officials believe a coal damp ex- 
plosion may have touched off coal 
dust stirred up by a blast in another 
part of the mine, 


The force of the explosion was 
felt chiefly in section nine, where 90 
men were working, but miners in the 
adjoining section, No. 3, also were 
caught. The Maybach mine;~which 
the Versailles treaty placed under 
French control until 1935, was known 
not to be immune from coal damp. but 
safeguarding precautions were elabo- 
rate and it was looked upon as a 
model mine. 


All rescue work was abandoned to- 
night because of the great heat in 
the mine galleries. 

The funerals of the victims were 
set for next Wednesday. Telegrams 
of sympathy arrived from representa- 
tives of the French and German gov- 
ernments.

Selling of stocks was accompanied 
by liquidation in bonds throughout 
most of the week and while prime 
bonds with the exception of those af- 
fected by special circumstances re- 
ceded only slightly, second and third 
grade issues dipped into their low 
ground of the year. 

Sinee September domestic bonds 
have receded with few interruptions 
until the average price is comparable 
with the lowest of 1930, and indus- 
trials have established new minimums. 

The reaction has been in the face 
of very easy money conditions which 
influence greater interest in bond 
buying. Although call money held at 
2 per cent on the stock exchange 
funds were available outside at 1 1-4 
and time money remained stationary 
at levels unprecedented in recent 
years. «~ 

Banks are still active in adding in- 
vestment issues to their portfolios, the 
increase for the week totaling $28,- 
000,000, and thefe has been some ac- 
cumulation by other institutions. De- 
spite these factors the dominant trend 
has been downward. Observers who 
found the reversal somewhat __inex- 
plicable have been forced to turn else- 
where in seeking an explanation. 

Although prices are down from the 
year’s peak confidence is expressed in 

many quarters that bonds will resume 
their advance as soon as there are 
definite signs that liquidation in stocks 
has run its course, 

United States governments have 
been firm, selling close to their highs. 
Most of the changes in foreign dollar 
issues have been advances.

Reports from Germany con- 
cerning the economic situation were 
somewhat confused and the movement 
of German bonds was highly irregu-

Although considerable new financ- 
ing is said to be in prospect, there 
was no great activity during the week 
and the “volume was considerably un- 
der the erevions week.

Building Boom Bright Spot 


In Week’s Business Picture

NEW -YORK, Oct. 26—@)— 
Business reports of the past week in- 


dicated further uneven progress across 
the valley of depression. 

Furthermore, some prominent execu- 
tives believed the foothills through 
which the highlands of prosperity may 
be reached were at hand, although 
they acknowledged that the ‘valley had 
been wide, and the highlands might 
not be quickly attained. 

The most encouraging statistical ex- 
hibit of the week came from the 
building industry. F. W. Dodge Cor- 
poration reparted daily average of 
building contracts let in the week 
ended October 17 was about $1,600,- 
0Q0 above the first nine business days 
of the month. Furthermore, the first 
half of October showed a deficiency 
of only about 10 per’ cent from the 
like period of 1929, as against a drop 
of 25 per cent in September. Elec- 
tric power consumption also continued 
to gain. 

In a general survey of the building 
situation, L. Seth Schnitman, chief 
statistician for F, W. Dodge Corpora- 
tion, said that it is becoming increas- 
ingly clear that the depression in 
current new residential building has 
about ended, and that this branch 
of the construction industry, normally 
of largest importance, seems to 
definitely on the mend. He was less 
cheerful about non-residential build- 
ing, however, finding that the depres- 
sion in that category appears to be 
deepening, due to an abnormal sup- 
ply of space in commercial buildings. 
He added, also, that the effect of 
record-breaking contracts .for large 
engineering works is fast subsiding. 

Holding Steady. 

The weekly steel trade reviews in- 
(licated that the industry was about 
holding steady. Although Iron Age 
estimated that operations had sagged 
from 55 to 53 per cent of capacity 
in the. past week, reports from 
Youngstown indicated a slight accel- 
eration was planned in schedules for 
the coming week.
